Arab nationalist opinion. 
‘The name of Nabulsi, who 

ie a staunch supporter of 
President Nasser and one 
of the most anti-Western 
peliticians in Jordan, was 
mentioned in this connec- 
tion. and the new Cabinet. 
it was said. was to include | 
several men who had shown 
determined opposition to 
Hussein's policy. 


Had this taken place. the 
explanation would have 
been obvious. Hussein, feel- 
ing more confident and sec- 
ure in his position. would 
thus have been making a 
gesture which cost him al- 
most nothing and in return 
would have gained the sup- 
port of those in Jordan. 
especially the refugees on 
the West Bank. who are 
willy-nilly hostile to his 
Western-bound policies. 


Yet this is not exactly 
what happened. The com- 
position of the new Ca- 
binet, and. above all. the 
choice of Haza el-Ma- 
jalli as Prime . Minister, 
shows that the new men 
are in no way less pro- 
Western or pro-Court 
than the outgoing ones. 
It is not at all certain. 
however, that this week's 
change of Government is 
entirely divorced from. a 
possible rapprochement 
with Nasser. The fact is 
that what a few months 
ago would hardly have 
satisfied Nasser has today 
become more than he can 
hope for. The only stum- | 
bling-block in the way of 
such a rapprochement may 
have been the presence of 
Rifai himself. who is a 
staunch opponent of Nas- 
gers policies and methods. 
The most likely explana- 
tion for his resignation 
seems therefore to be Ri- 
fais opposition to a set- 
_tlement with Cairo 


As a matter of fact. King 
Hussein, in his various pro- 
nouncements during his re- 
cent tour abroad, abstained 
almost completely from at- 
tacking Nasser  directty. 
though he more than once 
referred to Arab leaders 
whose ambitions have been 
responsible for the state to 
which the Arab world has 
come Moreover. Hussein's 
references to the Communist 
danger, and his _ reiteration 
ef Jordan's anti<“ommunist 
stand, implied some sym- 
pathy with Cairo’s current 
campaign against the Com- 
munists and Soviet imperial-_ 
jem. If Rifai stood in the 
way of a rapprochement with 
Naser, or if he did not de- 
liewe in Cairo’s sincerity 
and he has good reason not 
to then his resignation 
can only be explained this 
way 

It goes without saying that 
a change in Amman policy 
towards Nasser carries with 
it some far-reaching impli- 
cations. If Nasser. who is 
now using Syria as a base
